Various rumors from almo't every eource bad 
reached Gen. Ward aU<nt the advance cf tbe 
enomy. 1 bey were all onhaeded, except to make 
him more wat.bful, until it wej apparent that 
the enemy wis so near that, either be was to 
h^bt, or by a retreat ..>ave bis arms, munitions of 
war, aul bis raw recruits t? a day’s experircco in 
military affiL-s. It was ioter?:;laed tv rcL'eat lo 
this pli'-e, and ue did so. 

Gen. liardej w'as cent by Gea. Buckner with an 
army, iu llree divbioas. to surround and take 
Grecosburg — one object of tbe expeditlou being 
all the arnyclorts in that pla«.e. Tbij army 
was piloted through the country to Groc!i>burg 
by re.idents cf tbe place aad ctl;..eGw of the couo- 
\y. men eo well acquainted with tbo little by- 
puths of this billy country that they louM almost 
bive brout'bt that ar.my to the suburbs of tbe 
village wilhout its being known. Mr. Monroe 
Aduir and Mr. Jas. Moss w::e two of its leaders. 
Thu arniT am ounted to afo>ut 4,000 men, all tcid 
2,000 caiao to Green Kiver and crossed the Lillie 
Birron and camped. paH below the two ri.’ers 
airl pyirt on tLe furthest side of Green Liver. At 
tbe very time they expected to make thtir last 
advdcc<} tbece rivers wore so swollen by tbe very 
recent rains that (hey c«'mld sot be c^)£^cd .fi.r a 
number v-f days, by the elapao of which lime 
Geu. Ward bad retreated to this place. And 
nothing but tbe rains t>a\'«d tboee army otcres 
and recrails. G«n. W.pdbad nod^r hiajcommatd 
at the time only about l, 2 U 0 men, increased to 
about 2, 200 men by Cols, Grider, Harlan, and 
Andersen 4 men and seme Home Guards. Bui the 
greiler portion of these re nforrements dkl not 
reach Gen. Ward until .Sa»nrday night after 
reaching Campl)eMs> ille, which ha diJ on 4 ,’iday 
evening. G»l. Grider's o'mman.l, however, met 
the brigade on its retreat, about midway between 
Greenelurg and Ibis plate. Oi Satnrday, tbe 
fil^els sniered Greensbnrg, abont 13 strong, by 
swimming the river jost at the town, leaving 
aluut 200 on tbe other cide of it. but retreated 
in great confusion npon being (ukl that Genera^ 
Ward would return that evening. Ger. Ward 
sent oot a recoonoissance on Su! day morning un- 
der Col. Dobson, ationt 130 strong, who went into 
t'leir eccunpment acd was told by tbe old farm- 
ers near it that they bad left it in a moet wild 
confusion on Sunday morning. They have been 
back to Greeo&burg ones since, but only with a 
very sm*!! force. ThU diviaioo is tbe only one of 
which Geo. Ward has any perfectly rtlisble lu- 
forraatloo. With this division, Adair and Moss 
were consected. 

Yon have now a true aod onvarni-hed acoonut 
of this matter. These rebels are drilled moo while 
General Ward's forces are raw r*.cru)ts. 1 hope 
Ibis simple tale will at the (irst glance sbuw to 
all men the great discretion manifealed by (bit 
retreat, and it will undonbtediy d > so w’uen tbev 
are informed that Muldrow’s Hill, t'etween this 
point and Lebanon, was in reality tbe pt>int to 
which Ibw expedition was sent, hoping to hold it 
by the a^^istaoce of the Green^biirg supplies, and 
by holdiog it to divide the command of (ieneral 
McCo<^, and by that division lo aff'ord to Buck- 
ner an opportunity lo attack, succesafuliy, tbe 
second division of McCoi>k, all of which would 
have been accomplished but for the rains and 
ihiarolr al. At tho time cf bis reinfi rcenienta 
Gen. YVard bad ordered (he roads leading to that 
point to l>e (Lied by felling timber acp'SS ii; Cot 
Harlan al>o giving tbe same order to the farmers 
on bis advance to this point. Now, you liave all 
tbe facts, and you on rely on them as iindoubt- 
etlly true. 

General Ward has not received camp eo|uipage 
for all tbo men be now his. He has struggled 
thos far through no ordinary difficulties. Hut he 
is a true p&tri<)t, and is willing to wait awhile 
longer and bo served after others who have done 
oot half be haj. His brigade will he itllcd acd 
by bis own exertions, and, if Gen. McCook will 
only advance sixteen miles, be will till it in le^ 
than three weeks, for abimt half bis brigade is 
cut oft hy the advance of tbe en^my. Lleven of 
his Captains ba\*e not yot reptirted, and two have 
reached him with about half their companies. 

Tb'S much is due to all person * connected with 
this brigade, acd 1 mske it on that account 
alone.

How TO Have a Wakm Tem.— A cerrespjo- 
deot of the Provi*lence Pres*, writing from the 
camp of the Jd Rhode Island Regiment, gives a 
useful account of the manner in which the acl- 
diers have protected themselves from cold and 
frc.'t while in tent. Necessity is the mother of 
lovention, and the need of protection agaioot the 
sudden cold sets the inventive wits of the soldiers 
t*' work in good earnest. Tbia is a description of 
the plan A hole is dug in the centre cf the tent, 
at'out two feet in depth ao*J diameter. 'This is 
walled with stones ial-i m soft clay and covered 
at the top, with the exception of a Bmal! aper- 
ture for the introduction of fuel. lor this aper- 
ture there must be a ilose-tiUing door or cover, 
which can bo opened and clo:cil at pleasure. 
Across one side of the tent a trench is laid and 
Covered with wood an-1 earth, through which the 
cold air is convey ed freely to the lAtovi part of 
Ihu subterranean tire- place. Kr-'m the r-p of 
the same, and across the opy - •!- side cf lh« 
tent, another (reoib is laid and carefully covered 
with rbt»e and earth, through which the sim»ke 
and surplus heat jj carried cd. TLis U the wh«.le 
maebin*. The meiits of it are obvivuv It is 
uoirersally pra* licable. It can be introduced 
esfily into any tent or dwelliog. The ec-momy 
of it it costs only a few hours work for three or 
four inei'. The convenience of U being entirely 
underground, it take.* up none of lb** precious 
ruotuef the smell tent:'. 'Ibe utility of il^it 
dries aud warm^ the earth within, end even be- 
yond the entire circuit cf the (enl, and thu > pre 
rents those damp, told, and uobealtb' e' halations 
fnm the earth which are proltably the * hief - luse 
cf the ill health among eoidioij. Ihe tents are 
Ibu.' also fuioubcd with a raoNl sod genU! at 
mospbere, the heat cf which can be easily in- 
creased so as {'’m^et the eiigeu'ies of the i jidest 
part of the SNiR'-n. 'f** rejli..e the im{.>.rlauce of 
thi*. we must lem^mbei that Ibe v alls of tents 
are odN thin canvass, (hat they are so rea-lily 
penetrated by Cold, or heat, or inoicture. that 
the atmosphere within foliows rapoJly the 
- hiogea in the condition of the atmosphere 
without. Indeol. eo far as thu is concerned, 
there ia ' er; little difTereoce between living under 
the tents and lo the open air. M ithout some such 
centrivan e, wbaf. therefcis. tvuM peijoijG do, 
who, until within a short lime, have been <*.ccua- 
tomed to live in * lose and warm bouse. ! The 
eflsctscf thl; e.tpedient up-.-n tbi'j regiment ha>e 
beep eatily tiaced. The cases erf illness from ee- 
ere colds and intermiUent or l-ilious fav er whub 
have recently spiung up among them, aie all in 
the tents net thus prc-U'.ted. It must be aUo, in 
part at least, owing to this arrangement that the 
encampment of Ibis regiment still continues so 
healthy, while forms of sicl ness iucid mUl to cold 
enaps are prevailing in om.ampmeuts near lo it.
